The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach the limitations of claim 13 such as a method for recovering 
hydrogen comprising: contacting a compound comprising a carbide in hydrogen to form 
a hydrogenated compound, wherein the compound is AI 3 Zr 2 C 4 and AI 3 Zr 2 C 7 and heating 
the hydrogenated compound to recover the hydrogen.
